The fourth day of the State Fair was 
highly encouraging to the Directors of the 
State Agricultural Society, the receipts at 
the Park and Pavilion amounting to $3,­ 
430 50, or $1,157 more than on the the cor­ 
responding day last year. The attendance 
at the Park was the largest ever known on 
the first day of the races, while there was a 
good attendance at the Pavilion in the even­ 
ing. The opening address, by George A. 
Knight, of San Francisco, was listened to 
with attention and warmly applauded. The 
music was fine and was thoroughly enjoyed 
by all. Everything is now in order and it is 
expected that the attendance to-dav will be 
even larger than yesterday, 
Tlio O pening A ddress. 
Shortly before nine o’clock, President 
L. I'. Shippee call to order the large audi­ 
ence that bad assembled in the art gallery 
and introduced George A. Knight, of San 
Francisco, who delivered the following 
opening address. 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: I hardly 
know why the honor has been conferred ujion 
me to deliver the opening address ol the State 
Fair in Sacramento. Possibly they have used the 
same rule lawyers do in obtaining their jury. 
When we find a man whose mind is a perfect 
blank upon the issues and subject of the case 
that is about to be submitted to him, we say that 
man is a pretty fair juror; he knows nothing 
about the caso and we think he will take in bv 
absorption, if nothing else, enough to make him 
arrive at a just and a fair conclusion. In this 
instance and with tlic-e surroundings it seems 
to me that that is the reason I have had the 
honor extended to me this evening of being re­ 
quested to deliver the opening address at 
this annual fair of the State of Califor­ 
nia. In looking around this room it seems 
to me now, at the present moment, to be more 
of an honor than I had anticipated. Here in 
Sacramento, the first city of this Golden State, 
a city that has dono more towards the civil­ 
ization of this State than any city in it; built 
by t he pioneers and made by them a stepping 
stone ior our State's pn ud position; being the 
sunrise of intellectual and inventive progress 
that has always characterized our State; it is 
fit and proper that this place should be desig­ 
nated the capital of the State, for the holding 
of the State fair. 
Have you any idea—of course you have— 
what a wouderlul people we are gettiug to be? 
Stop for a moment and know what a wonderful 
country these United States of America have 
grown to be, and Calitornia a part and parcel of 
it. The principles that underlie, control and 
sustain our national lile are to be tested iu the 
coming year» of the future, in our present we 
have much to be thankful for, 60,000,090 happy, 
free and intelligent people, living within the 
confines of the most wonderful country in the

Government founded by the people, ol the peo­ 
ple, and for the people, and one that shall never 
perish from the earth.

One 
hundred years of a nation is in the ratio of 
primary school time to the child ; and yet we 
are to day, in art, sclenec, resources and inven­ 
tion, the leading spirits of the age. The raw 
material Is everywhere present, wailing for sci­ 
ence and labor to present new industries and 
greater demands for our common countrv. The 
workshop of industry is open early ap'd late, 
aud the sparks from !he anvil of time lightens 
up the future of reward for the patient Vulcan 
employed for the interests of our common­ 
wealth. The iron mines of our country that for 
a long time lay carelessly indifferent to afford­ 
ing one pound of their priceless treasure, have 
been opened to equip the steamers of com­ 
merce, furnish the busy mill ol the thousand 
industries and have bound in fraternal union 
the Orient and the Occident with the pathway 
of the iron horse of travel. Our inexhaustible 
m ineral wealth can scarcely be estimated aud 
the treasures yet hidden in the grauite safes of 
the future, away from the gaze of the present 
generation, will be valuable inceuti.es for 
active brain and muscle in our children’s chil­ 
dren. that their inventive genius and industri­ 
ous da.. lime may lead them to the summit of 
a peaceful plenty.

A Grand D isplay W hich Does Credit to 
the County and State. 
We introduce our review of the county 
exhibits with a sketch of that of Sacra­ 
mento county. We have deemed it jus; to 
other counties to notice it first since it is 
not in competition for any part of the 
county exhibit premium money, and the 
disposal of it now removes any "possibility 
of charge that it is favored. 
The exhibit occupies the whole of ihe 
northeast conservatory and some part of 
the main ball adjoining it. In addition 
there are large exhibits elsewhere in the 
hall that must be classified as part of the 
bounty exposition of products, business, 
manufactures, art, education, special handi­ 
work, etc. 
The feature of the agricultural or grouped 
exhibit that will strike the visitor as most 
prominent is the splendid exhibition of 
grsin In sacks, in bottles, in the head—it 
is shown in great variety and proves the 
capacity of Sacramento county for produc­ 
tion of the finest grades of wheat, barley, 
rye, buckwheat, oats, etc., to be level with 
the best, if it should be thought that this 
is exaggeration, it will rejiay the curious to 
examine the samples of grain shown in 
the exhibit U'e venture the assertion that 
Butte, Colusa nor Stanislaus have never 
shown better grains. 
In corn the 
exhibit is notably fine. Shocks of 
corn 
from 
field-lots 
now 
growing 
are exhibited. They are from twelve to 
seventeen and a half feet in bight, and 
they fairly represent the corn-growing sec­ 
tions ol ail the county, being chosen from 
difierent and widely" separated localities, 
and standing for about 4<*1 acres in ail 
froot which taken for the exhibition. 
Another thing that will strike the spec­ 
tator foicibly is the greater care that clearly 
has been exercised in selecting fruit for ex­ 
hibition. .Thecommittee has not attempted 
to swell the .display by a large quantity of 
iruit, bnt by autqll lots of very fine yet rep­ 
resentative fruit. Yet the display is lar-e. 
and when it is re¿uembered that njost” '? 


the best fruit is gone—is out of season—in­ 
deed it is an exceedingly creditable display. 
The showing of grapes is first-class; none 
better has been made in former years. In 
dried fruits the exhibit is particularly rich. 
The finest bops ever grown are shown upon 
the pole and in bales. 
In vegetables the exhibit is especially 
happy, the size and qualities of the growths 
exhibited being especially meritorious. 
The ladies, in jams, jellies and preserved 
fruits, and home-made wines, have made 
a display that commands the commenda­ 
tion of all who view it. It is impossible in 
the space at command to go into the detail 
the exhibit deserves. It must suffice to 
say that while there are resources of the 
county not represented and others only 
hinted at, as in nuts, clay and clay prod­ 
ucts, mineral products, medicinal vegeta­ 
bles and plants, the exhibit is one in which 
we can take great pride. The effort was to 
make it representative almost exclusively 
of food products, and in this that attempt 
has been eminently successful. Good taste 
throughout has been displayed in arrang­ 
ing the exhibit. It is announced that a 
great deal more of fruit is to be added to 
it, but where it will be disposed puzzeis 
us. The place is now fully occupied. 
It must be borne iu mind that not all the 
Sacramento county exhibits are grouped ; 
thus, flour, granite and manufactures are 
to be found in other parts of the Pavilion.

A VISITOR'S VIEWS. 
The "special” of the San Francisco Cal1 
has this to say of the Sacramento county 
exhibit: 
. Sacramento county occupies, in the northwest 
corner of Agricultural Hall, the alcove opposite 
to that of Colusa county. Here the displav has 
not yet taken on its proper proportions", but 
enough has been done to enable the casual vis­ 
itor to form an estimate thereof. Hero the 
edges of the railiogs are decorated with the 
national colors, relieved here and there with 
vine trailings and bouquets of ferns. Inside

with a pyram ids. 
,u muiusi- 
cally-shai>ca globes and glasses. No. 1 table 
[i re‘-tuts one of the most complete displays of 
jams, jellies and preserves in the fair. On it 
are also pears, quinces and peaches of excel­ 
lent quality. Adjoining this table is another, 
on which are set out bottles of blackberry, 
parsnip, currant and gooseberry wines made at 
the ranch of George Muddox. There is also a 
splendid display of grapes, peaches and plums 
from the fru it Ridge Ranch. 
An Inter­ 
esting feature of auothcr display is a 
cottage built of dried peaches aud "plums, 
the plums representing the doors, windows and 
roof, while the j*eaclies form the outside board­ 
ing, etc. Sacramento county is ahead on gigan­ 
tic squashes. 
One from the Aikens Ranch 
weighs -200 pounds. Some enormous summer 
squashes aud marrows are also shown. 
A. 
dozen big watermelons are on their way to the 
fa r and will form a portion of this display. 
One o the most remarkable portions of the Sac­ 
ramento county exhibit is a serits of com stalks, 
ranged against the western wall, grown near 
the ('osumnes river, and forming a p rtlon of a 
exop 70 bushels to the acre. Each stalk is 15 
feet in height aud is as thick and sturdy as a 
young pine tree. The Sacramento Market and 
an Italian vegetable garden make a splendid 
exhibit of vegetables, such as turnips, bools, 
cabbages, carrots and green stuffs. The pota­ 
toes shown here arc of remarkable excellence 
u id are attracting a great deal of attention 
from the visiting ranchers.

RA ISIN S AND W IN E. 
Vast Increase in F resno C o n n tj’» Two 
l.ekdlnj; ludnbtrieft.

F r esn o, September 6th.—Tbe packing of 
this year’s ra sin crop has commenced in 
earnest, and at Mead's establishment they 
are putting up about 1,0*30 boxes daily. 
The Pacific Fruit Company is not yet work­ 
ing at its full capacity, but will be by next 
week. 
This afternoon a California Associated 
Press reporter visited the packing com­ 
panies, in order to ascertain the probable 
pack of this year. From all that could he 
gained, there is every prospect of an ex­ 
ceedingly large and line crop. The most 
conservative estimates place the total pack 
at 400,000 boxes, while others confidently 
stated it will reach 500,000. One-third of 
the crop will be London layers, against 
abont 20 percent, the year before. 
The pack will exceed that of last year by 
at least 50,000 boxes, and will be more than 
double that of the year before. The large 
increase is partly owing to increased acre­ 
age, but principally to the vines bearing 
much heavier. Prices rauge from 4 cents 
for the poorer qual ity to 5 cents for the best 
quality of Muscat raisins, which readiiv 
command that fianre. 
The drying r,f wine gtapes for Eastern 
and foreign shipment is destined to become 
an important part of the grape industry of 
this county. This year over double the 
quantity of grapes have been dried than 
last year. In addition to wine grapes, the 
vinevardists are drying the surplus crop of 
table grapes, such as Malvoisie and Rose of 
Peru. 
It is thought by vineyardists that in 
future a much greater quantity of wine 
grapes will be dried, as the market for them 
is practically illimitable.

Grey and Ina. The Bear saved the crews, 
numbering 115 men, 109 of whom have 
been landed here, and the rest shipped to 
other vessels.

T tE rapidity with which yellow fever 
spread in Jacksonville, Florida, prrves 
according to ail the medical authorities 
that the local sanitary conditions were so 
bad as to invite r.n epidemic. 
As ore dis- 
'inguished member of the National Hoard 
o f Health puts it: 
“ Jacksonville and | 
jdenty of other places were ripe for the 
pest, and its ravages tyre not at all -urpris- j 
ing.” 
The exemption California lias en­ 
joyed from jiestiler.ee is due. in a very 
large measure, to the strong winds that 
jirevail for some period of time in each 
week. 
Nevertheless, the fact should not 
render us blind to the need of increased 
sanitary precautions. The Ft ate is rapidly 
settling, and as jiopulation becomes more 
dense, travel greater and e ir communica­ 
tion with Oriental ports more rapid and 
frequent, the necessity fer enforcement cf 
jirojier sanitation in towns and cities be­ 
comes imperative. 
We ought not to wr.it 
until fired interests in * owerage, drainage, 
etc, becomes so great that change will be 
difficult. 
Now is the time, of all others, 
to compel towns, new end old, to adopt ef­ 
fective drainage systems, and to dispose of 
the garbage and the offal of tlieir com­ 
munities by a better system than that of 
cesspool deposition, or drainage-of sewer 
m atter into sections that will thereby be 
rendered unhealthful and disease breeders. 
We ought by law to compel all towns and 
cities to dispose of garbage and filth by 
cremation. 
It has been demonstrated in 
Europe and in ‘he United States to be 
more economic than any other system. 
The refuse becomes very largely its own 
fuel, and the remaining ash is found to be 
among the best of fertilizers. 
Garbage 
cremation does not poison the soil or 
saturate it with filth, and cause it to give 
off noxious 
gases. 
It 
dues not taint 
the atmosphere, and it is not a total waste 
as is a sewage system. 
In must places in 
California garbage is hauled away from 
centers of population a! short distance, 
dumped into low places and intermingled 
with earth, and in some cases, but in most 
instances, le.'t to the action of the elements. 
A more wasteful and dangerotis system 
could not be devised, except that known as 
the “ cesspool plan.” 
Both must be aban­ 
doned in California sooner or later, and 
cremation substituted. The latter hassuc- 
ceeded wherever tried, and is the one and 
only certain method of destroying all 
jioisonous emanations due to decaying 
organic matter.

The gloves used are mere shams, and 
actually enable the wearer to do more 
damage to his opponent’s head and body 
than if he used bare knuckles. Those who 
gain admission to the Club exhibitions pay 
from $5 to $15 each, and the participants 
in the fights are given large jutrseu to 
make beasts of themselves. So far as that 
is concerned, however, no sympathy should 
be wasted upon them—the vital interest 
in the matter is the enforcement of t! e 
law. 
T!iese A thletic Club contests are an­ 
nounced a.s “fights,” not “boxing matches,” 
and they are in every respect regular 
bruising matches or prize fights, precisely 
such as the law prohibits. Yet, though 
the newspapers have no difficulty in ob­ 
taining full reports of the “affairs,” the 
officers of the law seem to he unable and 
indisposed to interfere and enforce the pro­ 
hibitive statute cf the State.

The fire at Sacramento of Novem- ¡ 
her, 1852, laid most of the city in ashes, j 
The flood of December in that year and 
January, 1853, which submerged the city, 
daunted no one, but a new city of tents j 
sprang up as if by magic, at Norristown, i 
east of the city on the south bank of the 
American. The merchants delivered their 
goods to their customers in the city in flat- 
b o tto m b o ats during the flood, and a small 
steamer ran around

the Georgetown Divide.

11: tu r n e d . 
Chief of Police Lee yesterday morning sus­ 
pended officer Charles Able 
from duty 
pending charges of misconduct, on the 
statement of James Voorhees, better known 
as “ Jersey Jim.” 
At 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon the Board of Police Commission­ 
ers mot, and, as no verified charges had 
been presented, it was ordered that the 
officer's star be returned to him and that 
he be reinstated until written and verified 
• charges were made, 
f he Board adjourned 
until 1 o’clock to-day to give the complain­ 
ant an opportunity to file his charges. 
In 
suspending officer Able, Chief Lee acted 
upon the supposition that it was his duty 
to suspend an officer when charges were 
preferred which he considered of such a se 
rious nature as to warrant such action, even 
though the charges had not yet been re­ 
duced to writing and ¡.worn to. 
Mayor 
Gregory held that no member of the Board 
of Police Commissioners had a right to sus­ 
pend an officer unless verified charges were 
made. On examining the regulations more 
carefully. Chief Lee agreed that such was 
the case, and that the officer should be re­ 
instated until cHarges were regularly filed. 
The facts of the case, so far as developed, 
appear to be about as follows: 
About 1 
o'clock yesterday morning special officer 
Frank Knott, brought to the station one 
James Voorhees, a man well-known in this 
city, who was under the influence of liquor. 
He had on bis person something over $04, 
which was put in the safe by night jailer, 
Rowland 
About 3 o’clock in the morning 
officer Able appeared and asked if any 
charge had been placed against Voorhees, 
and was informed that there had n o t; he 
bad only been locked up for safe keeping. 
He 8‘ated that he knew the man and would 
take him home. Officer Rowland says he 
brought Voorhees out and turned him over 
to Able, counted out the money, put it in 
th i purse, ana handed it to Able to give to 
the owner. He thinks Able gave Voorhees 
the money right at that time. Able put 
Voorhees in a hack and drove away. 
Towards morning Voorhees again ap­ 
peared at the station-house, and said that 
Able had taken him to Thirteenth and O 
streets, and put him out of the hack, and 
lelt him. That on the way Able pushed 
his purse into hie pocket and"said, “There's 
your money.” 
When he came to exam­ 
ine his purse he 
found 
that it only 
contained a few dollars in silver. Voor­ 
hees insisted that he told Able several 
times w hile they were on the way that he 
lived at the Empire House, on K street, 
near Second. 
Officer Able says that he took the man 
out, and took him to Thirteenth and Q 
streets, where Voorhees said he lived, and 
that he gave him the money at the station- 
house before they left there. He said that 
Joe Bowers rode up in the hack with them 
as far as the. Golden Eagle Hotel, and that 
they then drove out to where Voorhees said 
he lived, and left him. When the hack 
stopped Voorhees got out, took out h¡3 
purse and handed him $1 50, which he gave 
to the driver. 
Joe Smith, the hack-driver, corroborated 
the statement of officer Able before the Po­ 
lice Commissioners, though he had first 
told Chief Lee that he thought Able gave 
the man hts purse at the time he got out of 
the hack. 
E. C. Hart, who appeared before the 
Board in behalf of the officer, eaid that 
they desired a full investigation, and could 
prove that Abie’s statement was correct. 
While the Board was in session Voorhees 
came in, etiil under the influence of liquor, 
and stated that he would not make anv 
charges against the offlctr. 
He did not ap­ 
pear to know what he was talking about, 
and the Board adjourned until 1 o’clock to­ 
day. 
Meantime the otlicer stands rein­ 
stated, and if no charges are filed that will 
be the end of if. 
Before the Board adjourned Chief Lee 
called attention to the fact that men were 
often brought in by officers, their names 
not entered upon the records, and subse­ 
quently allowed to go. He thonght that 
the name of every man arrested ought to be 
recorded. Mayor Gregory and Judge Buck­ 
ley agreed with him, and it was so ordered.

Abusing the R a ilr o a d . 
[O akland Sentinel.] 
At the present time there is a large num­ 
ber of people in this community who can­ 
not find words strong enough to express 
their indignation at the position of gentle 
inea who make no secret of the fact that 
they are friendly to the interest of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad. 
This feeling of 
opposition is not of recent origin, fur so 
often as election time has rolled around 
during the past ten years, so often has this 
tirade against the company broken out, aud 
it subsides only when election time is past 
and public opinion has no opportunity of 
asserting itself. 
Why the railroad should 
be the main object of public abuse, when 
there are so many other local evils of a 
much worse character, we cannot conceive. 
This city is gridironed by the bands of the 
Southern Pacific Company. 
A splendid 
cable system, the property of the same rail­ 
road, plies our main thoroughfare, and one 
section of the city absolutely maintains it­ 
self on the labor employed by this corpora­ 
tion. The ferry service, which a few years 
ago was an uncertain hourly transit, is now 
a safe and sure method of crossing the bay 
every fifteen minutes, and in coaches and 
Bteaiuers second to none in the world. A 
creek route for the convenience of our heav­ 
ier travel is operated in a satisfactory man­ 
ner, several round trips a day being made 
The rate for freight is so cheap that there is 
not to be heard as much as a single mur­ 
mur of discontent. The passenger fare is 
twenty-five cents a round 
trip, or by 
montnly service ten cents s round trip. 
From the eastern extremity of this city io 
thelandingin San Francisco it is twelve 
miles aud over, and the day traveler who 
objects to a ra e of one cent a m ile is a 
chronic from nature, while the mon'hiy 
traveler who caunot afford to pay five 
twelfths of one cent a mile (cheaper than 
anywhere else in the world) had better take 
to walking. As we have said, the large car 
shops at West Oakland employ more men 
than there are men employed at any other 
place in the State, and two million dollars 
a year is only a fair estimate of the amount 
of money this railroad turns loose into this 
city. In addition to this much, the Central 
Pacific Railroad has never been known to 
stand in the way of a public improvement, 
and no later than a year ago its President 
offered to fill in a marsh land district at 
West Oakland at cost in response to a pub­ 
lic wish. A valuable railroad franchise on 
Grove street was abandoued at the request 
of otir people, and in the matter of improv­ 
ing and beautifymg Broadway by paving it 
with bitutmnou3 rock, the railroad will not. 
with its large interests, be found at: ob 
jector. These few things which come to 
our mind makes us wonder what the devil 
it is that makes the railroad the object of 
public abuse. It makes ug wonder why a 
man. wide awake enough to see and hon­ 
est enough to admit that the railroad has 
been a friend to Oakland, should be the ob­ 
ject of periodical attack by a class of this 
community, interested here as property 
owners and active in the political councils 
of our government. That the railroad em­ 
ployes do not al ways do right there is no 
doubt, but that i« the case with every cor­ 
poration and every business atan. 
Em­ 
ployes wiiJ be diskonest as long as oppor­ 
tunities offer. 
Hired men of a corporation 
will naturally band together in politics, 
the game as they do in social life. The em­ 
ployers are loot responsible for this, and for 
them to interfere would be to deny Ameri­ 
c io citizens the right o f the liberty which 
our onditutiou al government guarantees 
them. Consider this matter readers, and 
yon wili feel as we do toward this railroad. 
We want its friendship continued. 
We 
want as much more of it as we can get. 
and whatever otters, from other parts of 
the State may claim. let us talk only of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad as we flail it.

th e great profit of all three. The very figures 
w hich the President quotes prove th e im m ense 
hom e m arket w hich the farm ers have in the 
U nited States. 
In round num bers, over 7,600,000 
are engaged in agriculture, w hile nearly 10,600,­ 
0 0 are engaged in other industrial pursuits, 
and constitute, w ith the fam ilies dependent on 
them , an enorm ous m arket for the products of 
the farm . Every enlargem ent of th at hom e 
m arket is a boom to th e fatrner. w hile its liini 
ration would ire his direct and irreparable loss. 
P. m ight also have been interesting it the 
President had extended his inquiries into the 
num ber ol “carpenter»" and 
'm asons" and 
“ m illiner»” nnd '‘dressm aker»” and “ tailors' 
aud “ blacksm iths" and “ but hers" who have 
been ca led to th eir respective em ploym ents in 
consequence of the general prosperity of the 
country brought about by the ii.fiuenceof the 
tariff', and whose cum in ;» would be seriously 
reduced by the destruction of protection. 
At 
th at point the President would perhaps have 
found the scope ot his inquiries so enlarged 
th at he w ould have been com pelled to take fulo 
consideration every class of labo eis in the 
country, and m ight perhaps have received new 
im pressions as tc the unity of labor's dem ands 
an d labor’s intere-ts. H e w ould certainly have 
found th at the reduction of the tariff which he 
recom m ended strikes l-.bor n far more severe 
blow thau it inflicts upon capital, and th at in 
the end its m ost baleful effect, if enacted into 
law , would be in giving capital an exasperating 
control of labor, a result already attained w here 
free trade is com plete. 
It i.» not n-serted ihiit the i’resideut con­ 
sciously designed or anticipated this result, but 
the voters of the country m ust hold him re- 
spons.bie for th e obvious effects of his official 
recom m endation. They have neither tim e nor 
inclination to question his motives.
